He declared that this is more than a 
plea. A finding has ibeen made, the ev- 
idence has all been submitted and all 
that Is left for the court to do is to 
pass sentence. 
Judge Cook, 'however, 


said that he .would hear authorities on 
the subject Thursday.

SURPRISE. 


Dabner's request 
for permission 
to 


withdraw his plea came as a surprise to 


the District Attorney's office and was op- 
posed by Assistant District Attorney Han- 
ley. 
He called the court's attention to 


the fact that Dabner had insisted on 
standing by his confession of guilt and 
that a verdict had been found in the 
case.

In spite of his attorney's motion Dabner 


was placed on the witness stand. 
He 


swore that was 18 years of.age; that until 
six months ago he 
had 
been 
guided 


solely by his father's advice, and that 
when he confessed to his share in ths 
killing of Pfitzner, Frlede arid Munakata, 
he had intended to convey the. meaning 
that he was present with Slemaen when 
the murders -were cbmrnlttafl." 
He de- 


clared that. wteiu ,b.a_-pleanicj 
murder in Judge Cook's court he was 
dominated by the idea that he would 
escape the death penalty and would sub- 
sequently have a trial by jury. The tes- 
timony of William Dabner, the father of 
the young man, -was even more remark- 
able. 
He swore that certain attorneys 


had advised that ,lf his son pleaded guilty 
he would still be entitled to a jury trial 
and would escape the death penalty. 


The courtroom was crowded today with 


men and women, who struggled to get a 
glimpse of the young man who is charged 
with participating In the crimes that ter- 
rorized San Francisco a few months ago.

| Heard the Struggles of His Com- 


panions as They Fought to 


BAKERSFIELD, Dec 24—In the best of spirits and not 


at all weakened bv his terrible experience of the last two weeks, 
Miner Hicks readilj consented this atternoon to tell the story 
of his racking waiting in the *icart of the granite mountain at 
Edison Camp 1 


"It was aw ml clo<e in there and at first I thought I would 


die like the poor fellows above me did 
God' That was awful 


to hear them moaning and twisting in the debris, dying by 
inches from suffocation but after a while a cool draught of ait- 
came sweeping up from below, and I knew then that I would 
ne\erbe. without air. as there would always be a current 
through the cre\ ices

"How did I come to be sa^ ed from the cave-in 
Well, 


when the crash came I started to run up the shaft, keeping 
along the risjht rail 
A. falling timber struck me and I fell to the 


floor and when I tried to get up I was closed in 
The timber 


didn't hurt me much and in a few days I was all right again 
I never had am fear 
The death struggles of the other men 


were awful 
But after the fifth day I knew that I would be

ished draft of a new town charter has 
been discarded by the Tnwn Trustees 
and the work of fifteen months is gone 
to naught. 


Furthermore Berkeley cannot now be 


governed by any oth..-r charter than 
one in force at present until the 
lature convenes two years from now. 
This action, decided upon at a special 
meeting of tho Board in the office of 
Trustee Francis Fcrner yesterday morn- 
ing, will be announced at the regular 
meeting tonight. 


All the arguments heard during the 


last month about the local-optlon-by- 
wards provision a:'.'l about woman suf- 
frage 
In tr.u 
t i . - . , . and other vexed 
questions, have i--.vu language wasted. 
None of these proiL-ions, or any ol the 
numerous amendments to the old char- 
ter, will have any significance after to- 
morrow night. 
The trustees, despairing 


of digesting all the 
amendm-.-nts ''ml 
preparing a satisfactory charter in umo 
for submission to the next Ifgislaturc, 
will discard the 
entire report of thn 
charter revision committee. 
Trustee E. I* Favor said after 
Hie 
meeting: 
"We found it impossible to 
frame "a satisfactory charter in the timo 
allowed us, so voluminous is the report 
of the charter revision committee. Hence 
•we will recommend, as a committee of 
the whole, that a board of freeholders 
be appointed at the next town election, 
In the spring, to formulate a new char- 
ter. 
That will bring the charter to tne 
legislature two years from now. 
Professor William- Carey Jones, head 
.of the department of Jurisprudence of 
•the State University, was chairman of 
the charter revision committee, whose 
entire work apparently has been for 
naught. 
V.'ith him o n - t h e committee 
have labored a dozen prominent citizens. 
They recommendrd, among other things 
In the new charter, that each ward de- 
cide for Itself 
whether saloons should 
operate in the ward: that women should 
vote for school directors: that a. mayor 
be elected and that he have the power 
to" appoint it police chief and town clerk, 
Instead of having those, officials elected, 
as is now donu; that citizens have the 
power to vote on the matter of selling 
franchises to corporations; that the re- 
call system be us«l for punishing ot'fl- 
cials 'denned unworthy. 
Town 
Clerk 
J. V. Mendenhall ex- 
plained the action of the trustees in the 
following statement: 
"An amendment to the State corstitu- 
tlon 
which Is understood was adopted 
nt the recent election, seems to give 
cities or towns the power to frr.mn and 
adopt a charter, or charter amendments, 
without 
being obliged 
to 
refer 
such 
amendments to the State legislature for 
ratification. 
The trustees believe that, 
acting undi-r this amendment to tho con- 
stitution, they can gi-t better results by 
deferring action upon tills charter re- 
vision committee's report, now 
before 


them, and Instead of adopting that re- 
port they can eali for the election of a 
board of freeholders, which the charter 
revision, committee is not. Then that 
board of freeholder."! would frame a new 
charter, ard it couM he voted upon and 
adopted without loss of time. Perhaps 


. the. members of the present charter re- 


vision committee could serve as a board 
of freeholders. That Is a point, however, 
which would be worked out later."

The Kinship of Mankind. 


It is astonishing how the sympathy of the whole world can be 


drawn to a single person in peril or suffering. For days the whole 
civilized human family has been watching with tense interest the 
fight to rescue Hicks, the miner imprisoned in a living tomb, and 
when the news was flashed over the wires that he had been saved, a 
sigh of relief and thankfulness went around the world. The church 
question in France, "the school question in England, the Japanese 
question in the United States all became secondary in popular in- 
terest to the fate of the unfortunate miner entombed in darkness in a 
Kern county mine. Millions who had never before heard of Hicks 
prayed for his deliverance and blessed God for his rescue. 
It is a 


wonderful thing that the heart of the whole world should have been 
beating for this simple workingman, that his fate should have gripped 
and held the attention of mankind. That one touch of nature makes 
the whole world kin could have no finer illustration. Men are losing 
their lives by accident every day, but because the life of one man in 
peril and darkness hung in the balance for a fortnight the nations 
looked on in pity and hope, and a flood of universal sympathy spurred 
the rescuers on to heroic exertions in his behalf. Surely the brother- 
hood of the race could riot be more aptly illustrated. 


There is nothing to warrant the conclusion that the President's 


desire that the Japanese be given naturalization sprang from a wish 
for a Jap in the Cabinet.

•But somehow his bad opinion is more easily borne than his pres- 
ence. He came here with a strumpet on a begging tour, and con- 
cluded the republic is rotten because the American people declined 
to receive his mistress as a respectable woman.

There is hardly a trace of aboriginal descent in the 
island. But negroes are citizens in this country, and our laws grant 
naturalization to natives of Africa and negroes from foreign lands. 
When Porto Rico belonged to Spain the natives of the island could 
get naturalized wilhout trouble. Since the United States acquired 
Porto Rico its inhabitants have been relegated to the anomalous 
•position of being subjects of this country without the rights of 
citizenship 
We fo'ught the Revolutionary war an the theory that 


taxation without representation is tyranny. 
Now we are holding 


people under subjection and taxing them without their consent or 
allowing them representation or the elective franchise. It is unjust 
and inconsistent.

American independence defeated 
the British ships in the Resolution and the right was behind Nelson 
when he conquered the combined French and Spanish fleets." 


Did justice save Poland from slavery and dismemberment? Did 


it stay the hand of oppression in Ireland? Did it break the yoke of 
the Caesars? Did it give victory to the Albigenses or raise the seige 
of Rochelle? Did it preserve Byzanteum from the Turk and Spain 
from the Saracen? A just cause never yet protected a nation from 
robbery or a people from the heel of conquest. Tyranny and con- 
quest invariably seek out the defenseless for victims, and weakness is 
always an invitation to wrong and outrage. Had the United States 
had a strong navy during the Napoleonic war England would never 
have searched our ships and impressed our seamen. The British fleet 
would never have destroyed the Danish navy lying peacefully in the 
harbor of Copenhagen if Denmark had been a strong military power. 
Courage, skill, strategy and thorough preparation won the victory 
for Japan in the war with Russia, not justice, and it was superior 
seamanship and better gunnery, coupled with storms, that smashed 
the Armada. Justice had no more to do with it then it had to do with 
the crucifixion of Christ. Our Reno contemporary is simply doing a 
little Democratic flapdoodling in behalf of the perpetual candidate for 
the Presidency.

der eighty cents, and frequently reach- 
es the dollar mark per quart. Califor- 
nia oil of good quality is even higher. 
When the price of a small bottle is 
proportionately much below this you 
may be sure It Is adulterated with pea- 
nut or cottonseed oil. 


Second, the color. The finest virgin 


oil—that is, the flr.st press grade made 
from 
Olives hand-picked from 
the 


j trees and carefully selected—is 
pale 


i green with an opalescent shimmer. If 


j a deep green or yellow it Is some other 
oil or has been artificially colored. A 
deep yellow oil is mainly cottonseed. 


Third, the taste. Pure olive oil tastes 


of the olive. If It Is tasteless it has 
been adulterated. 
Oil adulterated with 


cottonseed has a disagreeable 
taste, 


leaving an after suggestion 
In 
the 


mouth like lard. 


Fourth, the test by coJd. Fine, pure 


olive oil Is easily affected by the cold, 
losing Its brightness 
and 
turning 


cloudy. A simple test Is to pour some 
of the oil In a small bottle and lay in 
a. pan of cracked Ice for two or three 
hours. If It remains clear and fluid it 
has been adulterated. If genuine, It 
will become separated Into little white 
grains holding them apparently in so- 
lution.
